WATER  - iJ. though  yot  another  exceptionally  dry  Summer  was  experienced 
no  complaints  were  received  regarding  shortage  of  water. 

In  order  to  improve  the  general  water  situation  by  providing 
piped  supplies  to  the  Villages  as  soon  as  circumstances  permit,  a 
Survey  of  the  whole  County  regarding  Water  Supplies  and  Potential 
Supplies  has  been  made,  but  the  report  of  the  Water  Engineer  who  carried 
out  the  Survey  is  not  yot  to  haad. 

In  the  moon  tine,  potential  supplies  for  the  Villages  of  For  den, 
Berriew,  Churchstoke  ,Llandyssil  and  Middletown  are  being  gauged, 
as  th^e  supplies  may  prove  to  be  useful  if  no  provision  is  made  in 
the  report  of  the  County  Survey  for  supplies  to  these  Villages. 

Berriew  «>  The  pipes  supply  to  this  Village  again  was  more  than 
adequate  for  the  present  needs  of  the  residonts,  and  for  the  two  Schools 
in  the  /irea. 

Churchstoke-*  /in  abundant  supply  was  available  for  the  tenants  of 
Pentrenant  Small  Holdings , owned  by  the  County  Council,  This  is  the  only 
piped  supply  in  the  Parish.  Gaugings  sees  being  na.de  of  the  water 
running  at  Comdon,so  for  show  that  there  will  la  sufficient  for  a 
piped  supply  to  the  whole  Tillage.

Inspection  & Supervision  of  Food 
Milk  Supply  Farm’s  and  Dairies  throughout  the  Di strict ^ are 

frequently  inspected,  <and  generally,  the  standard  of  cleanliness  is 
good.  There  are  still  a number  of  unsatisfactory  promises,  and  these 
will  be  dealt  with  as  soon  as  circumstanced  permit.  The  County 
Council  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Milk (Special 
Designations)  Orders,  which  are  concerned  with  the  issue  of 
licenses  produce  "Tuberculin  Tested”  and  "Accredited"  milk,  and 
with  the  supervision  of  the  methods  of  production  of  such 
Designated  milk. 

Meat  Ins-pection-  The  slaughtering  of  animals  for  himan  consumption 
is  centralised  and  carried  out  under  Governmoit  arrangements. 
Nevertheless,  shops  and  meat  vans  are  kept  under  supervision,  and 
during  the  year,  everything  was  satisfactory. 

Brfkohouses  - The  three  bakehouses  are  rejgularly  inspected,  and 
are  kept  in  aatisfactor'jr  condition. 


SAN ITAPY  INSPECTION  OF  THE,  .AREA 

The  District  is  regularly  inspected,  and  where 
defects  have  been  found,  they  have  been  remedied  as  for  as  was 
possible.  Restrictions  on  man  power  and  materials  have  prevented  irnsn 
many  works  of  improvement  from  being  carried  out,  and  in  consequence, 
many  dvjelling  houses  axe  badly  in  need  of  attention. 

Schools-  FJ.1  schools  in  the  Area  ore  in  good  sanitary  condition  and 
have  an  adequate  water  supply.
